lature private bill* committee.' ami has j 
abont taken the heart oat of It. Five 
year* ago the city sigmd an agreement i 
with the Montreal Gn* Company by J 
which it jrave the,e«unpau.v the exebi-i 
site franchise, 1 mui by which at the eiid 
of five years the rlty ^vas to have the 
privilege of taking over the company’s 
plant if it saw It; to do so. There has 
been an agit.it : on in favor of cheaper 
gn*. ami tile city'has decided to take, 
over the plant or at least propose doing 
so with the idea of securing concessions 
from the Montreal Light, Heat & Pow¬ 
er Company, which now owns tin* fran¬ 
chise. To do this it was necessary for 
the city to have money, aud according- 
ly application was made to the legis¬ 
lature for power to borrow the amount. 
The private bills committee has refused 
I this power, and unless the legislature 
j will reverse the committee's decision, 
which It is not at all likely it will do,

Liao Yang. April 28.—The delay of 
the forward uiovcmeut of the Japanese 
into Manchuria is due to the exception¬ 
ally severe weather.
